DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences decision on January 7, 20 1 1 affirmed the 
rejection(s) against independent claim(s) 1-4, 12-15 and 23-26, but reversed all rejections against 
claim(s) 5-11, 16-22 and 27-33. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 1-4, 12-15 and 23-26 are cancelled based on the Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences decision on January 7, 201 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5-11, 16-22, and 27-33 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the allowance: 

The examiner deemed claims 5-11, 16-22, and 27-33 as novel when read as a 
whole for the limitations of gathering performance information associated with executing 
instruction by: compiling source code statements, by a compiler, to generate instructions, 
and generating, by the compiler, indicators to be processed by the processor during 
execution of the instructions, wherein the indictors are data values that are retrieved from 
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memory during execution of the instructions that specify counting of events that are 
associated with executions of the instructions or are data values that are retrieved from 
memory during execution of the instructions that specify counting of events that are 
associated with accesses to memory locations, and wherein the indicators specifying 
counting of events on a per instruction or a per memory location basis such that only the 
events specified by the indicators are counted to form the performance information.
